I  guess  I  have  been  neglecting  you  lately,  but  I 
have  been  so  busy  coming  from  Lima  to  Chicago  to  take 
over  my  new  job.  Today  I  will  try  to  catch  up.  Just 
four  more  weeks  and  I  graduate  from  here  with  my  degree. 
Then,  in  a  very  short  time,  I  complete  the  second  step 
in  my  life.  Just  think  I  am  going  to  be  married  I  But 
for  some  wonderful  news  \ 

Do  you  realize  that  just  five  years  ago  today,  I 
left  Cridersville  High  and  came  out  into  the  world? 
Perhaps  it  was  coincidence  or  Fate  had  it  planned,  but 
in  the  last  week,  I  have  heard  or  been  in  contact  with 
all  my  old  classmates, 

Monday  started  out  the  same,  I  being  one  of  the 
nurses  at  St.  Luke's  Hospital  in  Chicago.  I  was  going 
to  a  staff  meeting  when  I  received  a  very  pleasant  sur- 
prise. Who  should  be  walking  toward  me  but  Dorothy 
Parker  and  Dorothy  Staas.
